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President’s  Message 


FUN  Show 
January  8-12,  2014 
Orlando,  Florida 


The  59th  annual  FUN  Convention  was  bigger  than  ever  this  year  with  620  dealer  booths 
in  a  smaller  hall.  Although  the  weather  in  the  north  was  bad,  Orlando  did  not  disappoint 
us  with  temperatures  from  the  60’s  to  the  70’s.  Wonderful  weather!!!  Attendance  was  great 
with  11,000  people  attending  the  show. 

Abraham  Lincoln  (Dennis  Boggs)  had  the  opening  ceremonies  in  a  hush  with  his 
Gettysburg  Address.  You  could  hear  a  pin  drop  as  he  gave  his  speech.  This  was  the  first 
time  the  public  at  the  FUN  show  heard  Mr.  Lincoln  in  character,  and  he  did  not  disappoint. 
There  were  many  attractions  at  the  show  including  the  Piedmont  Gold  Panners,  Mike 
Bean  and  his  spider  press,  Ray  Dillard  and  his  elongated  pennies,  the  Eureka  Mint  strik¬ 
ing  medals,  the  fabulous  ANA  Traveling  Road  Show  with  the  1804  Silver  Dollar,  1913 
Liberty  Nickel,  and  rare  US  Currency,  and  the  Plobo  Nickel  carvers. 

The  FUN  exhibits  were  outstanding.  We  had  46  exhibits  in  186  show  cases,  with 
exhibitors  from  12  states.  The  Best  of  Show  Award  sponsored  by  Heritage  Auctions  went 
to  Charmy  Harker  for  “Penny  Potpourri”.  Three  YN’s  were  given  ANA  Summer  seminar 
scholarships,  Zack  Lauer  from  Casselberry  and  Central  Florida  coin  clubs,  Josh  Smith 
from  the  Brandon  coin  club,  and  Peyton  Souder  from  the  Jacksonville  coin  club.  The  adult 
winner  was  Bill  Sanders  of  North  Miami.  The  Charlie  Fine  Literary  Award  went  to  Steven 
Bieda  for  his  article  published  in  the  Winter  issue  of  FUNTopics,  titled  “The  Jamestown, 
Virginia,  Commemoratives  of  the  Republic  of  Poland:  Highliighting  a  Little  Known 
Historical  Fact  from  American  History.” 

The  Young  Numismatists  program  had  51  kids  and  the  Scout  Merit  Badge  program  had  63. 
The  FUN  Coin  Club  Get  Together  on  Saturday  had  41  in  attendance  including  ANA 
President  Walter  OstromecKi,  ANA  Executive  Director  Kim  Kiick,  and  ANA  Club 
Coordinator  Tiffanie  Bueschel.  FUN  Secretary  Donna  Moon  was  awarded  the  ANA 
President’s  Award  as  well  as  Bart  Bartanowicz  winning  the  award  earlier.  We  had  6  club 
buses  bring  in  235  Florida  club  members  to  the  show  on  Friday  &  Saturday.  The  16  edu¬ 
cational  seminars  had  record  attendance  this  year  with  5  programs  having  standing  room 
only. 

Heritage  Auctions  coin  sales  were  $64.85  million  with  the  Brasher  Doubloon  selling  for 
$4.58  million  and  the  1913  Liberty  Nickel  going  for  $  3.29  million.  Currency  sales  totaled 
S  17.1  million.  The  1890  $1000  Grand  Watermelon  note  sold  for  a  record  $3.29  million. 
The  2014  FUN  auction  was  a  new  record  at  $81.95  million. 


On  a  sad  note,  rare  numismatic  book  dealer  John  Burns  passed  away  in  his  hotel  room 
Saturday  morning  January  11th.  He  was  55  years  old  and  from  N.  Huntingdon,  PA. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Convention  Coordinator  Cindy  Wibker  for  all  the  work  she  puts  into 
the  show,  Jim  Best  who  was  our  General  Chairman,  and  the  Officers  and  Board  of  FUN 
that  make  the  show  go.  We  also  had  our  volunteers  who  always  do  a  great  job.

I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  write  to  our  YN’s.  When  we  get  the  time  to  get  together  during  the  F.U.N.  Shows  we  meet 
a  lot  of  old  friends  and  make  a  lot  of  new  friends.  This  past  January  we  had  49  YN’s  attend  our  program  on  Saturday 
morning.  About  75%  of  those  in  attendance  had  been  to  a  previous  program.  To  me  that  means  the  youth  in  attendance 
enjoy  what  were  are  doing.  At  least  I  hope  so.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  ANA  for  sponsoring  free  six  month  mem¬ 
berships  to  any  YN’s  who  participated  in  the  program  and  wanted  to  join  the  ANA  on  a  trial  basis. 


The  YN  program  is  designed  for  you.  It  is  designed  for  those  young  collectors  between  the  age  of  5  and  21 .  Now  that 
is  a  big  spread  in  age,  and  it  is  hard  to  come  up  with  a  program  that  everyone  can  enjoy.  So  I  would  like  to  ask  you  what 
you  would  like  to  do  at  our  next  YN  program.  Are  there  any  special  topics  you  would  like  to  see  as  the  theme  for  the 
Saturday  morning  program?  Perhaps  you  have  a  special  coin,  or  type  set,  or  person  in  numismatics  that  you  want  to 
learn  more  about.  Send  me  an  email  and  let  me  know  what  you  want. 


There  are  two  things  I  would  like  to  talk  about  in  this  issue.  Number  one:  The  American  Numismatic  Association  sum¬ 
mer  seminars.  Every  year  F.U.N.  would  like  to  sponsor  at  least  two  YN  scholarships  to  the  seminars.  This  is  an  out¬ 
standing  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  a  variety  of  numismatic  subjects  and  to  meet  other  YN’s  from  all  over  the  United 
States.  You  must  be  at  least  13  years  old,  have  a  current  F.U.N.  membership  and  be  active  in  numismatics.  You  can  go 
to  the  ANA  website;  “money.org”  and  find  a  listing  of  the  classes  that  are  offered  each  year.  You  can  choose  to  go  to 
either  of  the  two  weeks  that  they  offer  the  seminars.  Write  a  letter  to  the  F.U.N.  Board  of  Directors  and  tell  them  what 
you  have  been  doing  to  support  numismatics,  who  you  are  working  with,  and  why  you  would  like  to  go  to  the  summer 
seminars.  Applications  (Form  is  in  FUN  TOPICS  and  at  WWW.FUNTOPICS.COM)  are  accepted  between  January  1  and 
October  1  of  each  year,  for  the  next  calendar  year.  The  winners  for  the  2014  classes  are  Payton  Souder  -  Greater 
Jacksonville  Coin  Club,  Zack  Lauer  -  Central  Florida  Coin  Club  &  Casselberry  Coin  Club,  and  Joshua  Smith  -Brandon 
Coin  Club. 


Number  two:  I  would  like  to  talk  about  exhibiting  your  collection  or  your  favorite  set  of  coins  at  the  F.U.N.  Show.  When 
we  have  a  show,  exhibitors  from  all  over  the  country  compete  with  each  other  for  great  prizes  by  entering  their  displays. 
We  need  more  YN’s  to  participate  in  the  competition.  The  application  and  rules  for  entering  exhibits  are  on  the  F.U.N. 
website  at  FUNTOPICS.COM.  There  are  great  prizes  awarded  to  the  top  three  YN  entries  for  two  different  age  groups 
divisions  of  9-14  year  olds  and  15-22  year  olds.  You  can’t  win  if  you  do  not  enter. 

Our  Boy  Scout  Coin  Collecting  merit  badge  class  was  a  smashing  success  at  the  last  show.  Overall,  we  had  63  scouts 
from  around  the  Orlando  area  participate  in  and  complete  all  the  requirements.  I  think  we  also  had  about  30  adults  in 
attendance.  Each  scout  received  the  Whitman  Coin  Collecting  Merit  Badge  folder  and  every  participant  won  a  prize  in 
our  raffle. 

As  always,  I  need  to  thank  those  individuals  and  dealers  who  made  contributions  to  the  YN  /  Scouting  program.  Their 
generosity  this  year  was  fantastic.  I  can  not  thank  them  enough  for  all  that  they  do  to  help  make  these  programs  possi¬ 
ble.

As  I  sit  here  writing  this  article  and  reflecting  on  the  2014  FUN  convention  that  recently 
ended,  I  feel  I  cannot  come  up  with  an  appropriate  adjective  to  describe  it.  The  closest  I  can 
come  to  reality  is  awesome,  incredible  and  record-setting,  but  I’m  not  sure  these  do  it  justice. 
I  hope  all  of  you  who  attended  feel  the  same  way  I  do.  Our  warm  climate  and  swaying  palm 
trees  were  a  welcome  sight  to  our  attendees  who  left  bitter  cold  temperatures  to  get  here. 


The  first  statistic  that  comes  to  mind  regarding  records  being  set  is  the  mind-boggling  auc¬ 
tion  by  FUN’s  official  auctioneer,  Fleritage  Auctions.  There  were  several  “big  ticket”  items  in 
the  FUN  2014  auction,  and  the  final  hammer  prices  totaled  a  staggering  $81 .95  million.  Many 
thanks  to  our  friends  at  Heritage  for  keeping  FUN  #1  in  numismatic  auctions. 


We  also  set  another  FUN  record  with  620  dealer  booths  and  11,000  public  coming  through 
our  doors  during  the  four  days  of  the  show.  Next  year  we’re  shifting  over  one  hall  and  gain¬ 
ing  8,800  square  feet,  so  I  hope  to  set  some  new  records  for  FUN. 


Do  you  know  what  the  primary  factor  is  in  setting  new  records?  I  speak  from  experience 
when  I  say  it  is  to  surround  yourself  with  the  very  best  workers  and  volunteers!  It  is  with  great 
pleasure  that  I  mention  them  by  name  here,  and  give  them  my  personal  thanks  for  all  the 
hours  they  give  to  make  FUN  the  success  it  is,  year  after  year.  We  have  FUN  President  Tony 
Swicer  at  the  helm.  Tony  calls  several  board  meetings  throughout  the  year,  travels  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  good  name  of  FUN,  is  my  right-hand  man  in  the  show  office,  and  makes  sure  things 
are  running  on  track  all  year.  FUN  VP  Bob  Hurst  also  travels  on  behalf  of  FUN  and  is  our 
sergeant-at-arms  during  the  conventions.  FUN  Treasurer  Carrie  Best  keeps  her  finger  on  the 
pulse  of  our  finances  all  year,  and  is  in  charge  of  photo  ID  at  the  conventions.  FUN  Secretary 
Donna  Moon  makes  arrangements  for  our  board  meetings,  takes  the  minutes,  and  also  takes 
control  of  the  message  center  at  convention  time.  As  you  can  see,  our  four  FUN  officers  are 
not  simply  figureheads,  but  they  are  movers  and  shakers! 

In  addition  to  attending  approximately  four  board  meetings  each  year,  all  of  FUN’s  elected 
board  members  have  jobs  to  perform  at  the  convention.  Ed  Abbott  puts  in  more  physical 
labor  than  anyone  I  know,  as  he  works  in  the  back  with  keys  and  cases.  Jim  Best  takes  a 
lane  at  dealer  registration.  Jim  also  had  the  special  assignment  this  year  to  serve  as  gen¬ 
eral  chairman  of  the  convention.  He  selected  our  theme,  “History  Through  Coins,”  and 
planned  our  entrance  unit  design,  the  keychain  giveaways,  the  medal  design  and  the  lapel 
pins.  Congratulations,  Jim,  on  a  job  well  done!  Tony  Bonaro  works  at  the  Coins  &  Kids  booth 
all  week,  and  then  steps  it  up  a  notch  on  Saturday  when  he  has  the  young  numismatist  (YN) 
program  in  the  morning  and  the  Scout  Merit  Badge  clinic  in  the  afternoon.  Gary  Braisted  staffs  the 
membership  counter  and  signs  up  new  members  and  also  handles  dues  renewals  -  over  400 
people.  Randy  Campbell  is  out  in  the  trenches  all  year  bringing  in  the  best  educational 
speakers  on  a  wide  variety  of  topics  to  help  promote  numismatic  education  at  FUN.  Nancy 
Casey  is  in  charge  of  dealer  registration  and  lines  up  her  workers  well  in  advance  so  that  all 
runs  smoothly.  BJ  Neff  worked  with  the  staff  at  the  public  registration  counters,  including

I  give  a  very  special  “thank  you!”  to  all  of  my  fellow  FUN  board 
members  for  their  professional  and  dedicated  service  to  FUN  365  days  a  year! 

For  a  convention  of  this  magnitude,  we  also  need  the  help  of  many  volunteers.  Fortunately, 
we  have  surrounded  ourselves  with  a  group  of  dedicated  individuals  who  return  to  help  us  out 
year  after  year.  Having  Angie  Achenbach  in  the  show  office  allows  me  to  walk  away  and  take 
care  of  business  elsewhere,  knowing  that  everything  in  the  office  will  be  taken  care  of.  Angie 
is  instrumental  to  me  being  able  to  do  my  job  once  we  arrive  at  the  convention  center,  and 
I’m  very  grateful  to  have  her  as  my  right  hand  lady.  Mickey  Achenbach  helps  Eddie  with  keys 
and  cases  on  the  show  floor,  and  also  comes  by  the  show  office  to  do  anything  he  can  to  help 
me  and  Angie.  He’s  a  wonderful  jack  of  all  trades  and  master  of  many.  Helping  anchor  down 
dealer  registration,  which  requires  several  days  of  very  long  hours  and  focus,  are  Robin 
DiMuro  and  Tanya  Chapman,  both  of  whom  travel  from  the  Tampa  area.  Glenda  Hocker  signs 
up  all  of  the  early  birds  single  handedly,  and  joins  us  from  Kansas  to  take  care  of  this  most 
challenging  task  on  behalf  of  FUN.

I  hope  you  found  all  of  these  educational  opportunities  that  FUN  had  to  offer,  as  education  is 
our  primary  mission!

Erin  O’Donnell  works  with  social  media,  including  pinter- 
est,  blogs  and  tweets,  and  has  been  very  helpful  in  answering  questions  about  FUN.  In  2013 
we  welcomed  David  Ganz  as  our  legal  counsel.  I  am  very  happy  to  have  Positive  Protection 
Inc.  handling  all  of  our  security  needs,  and  Shepard  Exposition  Services  taking  care  of  our 
decorating  needs.  With  these  professionals  around  me  I  know  things  will  be  handled  prompt¬ 
ly  and  efficiently. 

I  also  want  all  of  you  reading  this  to  know  that  FUN  pays  careful  attention  to  security  and 
makes  it  a  top  priority  for  all  of  our  conventions,  as  well  as  all  future  conventions.  This  year 
we  were  happy  to  have  Doug  Davis  of  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  hold  a  day-long 
seminar  on  Friday.  All  local  detectives,  investigators  and  other  law  enforcement  officers  were 
invited  to  attend.  We  had  approximately  45  take  advantage  of  the  offer,  and  they  received  a 
wonderful  education  in  identifying  coins  and  other  numismatic  items,  as  well  as  how  to  help 
solve  crimes  involving  them.  FUN  was  pleased  to  provide  a  room  for  this  seminar,  and  the 
FUN  board  provided  a  hot  buffet  lunch  for  all  the  attendees. 

FUN  also  supports  our  member  clubs.  The  Florida  member  clubs  have  the  opportunity  to 
charter  a  bus  to  the  FUN  show  and  receive  financial  aid  from  FUN  to  offset  or  pay  in  full  the 
cost  of  the  bus.  This  year  we  had  six  clubs  take  advantage  of  FUN’s  offer,  and  they  deliv¬ 
ered  a  total  of  235  dedicated  numismatists  to  the  FUN  show.  The  buses  eliminate  the  cost 
of  gasoline  and  parking  for  the  individuals  who  ride,  and  the  dealers  appreciate  the  extra  cus¬ 
tomers,  so  this  program  is  beneficial  to  everyone.  In  addition  to  our  club  bus  program,  FUN 
also  hosts  a  luncheon  meeting  on  Saturday  at  noon  for  two  representatives  of  each  FUN 
member  club,  including  the  clubs  in  Florida  as  well  as  national  and  regional  clubs  outside  of 
Florida.  Approximately  40  people  attended  and  they  had  a  wonderful  sharing  of  ideas  and 
fellowship. 

FUN  had  an  election  this  year  and  the  results  were  announced  at  the  general  meeting  on 
Sunday  morning.  Unfortunately,  we  had  to  say  farewell  to  Gary  Braisted,  who  was  an  incred¬ 
ible  asset  to  the  FUN  board  for  the  last  several  years.  Fortunately,  the  FUN  board  unani¬ 
mously  and  wholeheartedly  agreed  to  keep  Gary  on  as  a  special  volunteer  and  to  continue 
his  duties  with  membership  during  the  convention.  We  simply  don’t  want  to  lose  him!  We 
are  equally  happy  to  welcome  Sandy  Pearl  to  the  board.  Sandy  has  been  an  ANA  national 
volunteer  for  many  years,  and  he  called  me  after  the  FUN  convention  to  see  what  he  can  do 
right  now  to  help  out.  He’s  eager  to  go  to  work  and  will  help  FUN  in  any  way  he  can.  How 
lucky  are  we  to  be  surrounded  by  board  members  with  a  wonderful  positive  attitude? 

I  suppose  it’s  time  to  quit  basking  in  the  afterglow  of  FUN  2014  and  focus  all  of  our  planning 
efforts  on  Summer  FUN  2014.  I’ll  be  back  in  the  summer  issue  with  more  details  for  you 
regarding  parking,  shuttle  buses,  schedules,  etc.  Until  then,  enjoy  the  end  of  winter  and  start 
planning  your  trip  to  Summer  FUN  2014  in  July.  Bob  Russell  would  love  for  you  to  bring  an 
exhibit  with  you,  too!

Lobbying  -  A  Dirty  Word  or 
An  American  Responsibility? 


Lobbyists 
Politicians 
Special  Interests 

You  often  hear  these  terms  linked  together  -  “Lobbyists  influencing  politicians  on  behalf  of  special  interests” 
for  example.  Often  people  regard  these  in  a  very  negative  light,  and  consider  them  as  being  perhaps  corrupt, 
but  definitely  only  for  large,  powerful  groups  and  not  anything  that  might  be  good  for  the  “little  guy.”  But  let’s 
examine  these  a  bit  closer. 

Lobbyists  -  They  work  on  behalf  of  their  clients  (sometimes  companies  but  equally  often  for  certain  groups) 
with  politicians  to  either  promote  laws  and  regulations  that  are  beneficial  for  the  clients  or  to  defeat  or  modify 
those  that  are  perceived  as  harmful. 

Politicians  -  The  people  you  elect  to  speak  for  you  on  the  federal,  state  and  local  levels.  They  propose  and 
promote  laws  and  regulations. 

Special  Interests  -  You. 

Yes,  in  many  aspects  of  your  life  you  have  “special  interests,”  and  there  are  both  large  and  small  organiza¬ 
tions  that  represent  your  concerns.  Are  you  over  50  years  old?  Then  the  AARP  is  working  on  issues  that  per¬ 
tain  to  your  special  age  group. 

Do  you  like  to  hunt  or,  as  is  common  in  our  business,  do  you  have  a  need  to  own  a  firearm?  This  is  common 
in  the  rare  coin  and  precious  metals  business.  Then  the  NRA  is  working  on  protecting  your  right  to  own  those 
guns  and  not  be  over-burdened  with  regulations. 

Are  you  in  the  real  estate  business?  Banking?  Own  a  small  business?  Then  there  are  other  groups  watch¬ 
ing  out  for  your  “special  interest”  there  also. 

The  ones  I  mentioned  are  the  high-profile  groups,  but  there  are  many  other  small  groups  that  are  looking  out 
for  you  so  that  government  -  especially  federal  and  state  -  doesn’t  intentionally  or  accidentally  over-tax  and 
over-regulate  your  life.  But  lobbying  for  or  against  something  isn’t  just  about  persuading  a  legislator  to  your 
way  of  thinking  — it’s  also  largely  about  educating  legislators  about  your  group  and  its  views.  And  it  is  individ¬ 
ual  citizens  who  can  provide  this  education,  not  just  career  lobbyists. 

Most  legislators  have  a  background  in  something  other  than  politics  -  they  may  be  attorneys,  realtors  or  have 
some  other  business  background.  For  instance,  some  years  ago  when  we  were  working  with  a  California  leg¬ 
islator  on  a  sales  tax  issue,  the  legislator  who  sponsored  our  bill  had  actually  come  from  the  hardware  busi¬ 
ness.  He  already  understood  business  and  the  importance  of  conventions,  both  from  the  business’  viewpoint 
as  well  as  how  important  those  convention  revenues  were  to  the  state.  He  was  a  very  ardent  supporter  of  our 
issue,  but  the  first  step  we  had  to  take  was  to  educate  him  about  the  coin  and  precious  metals  business  and 
why  supporting  this  issue  was  important  and  a  good  thing  to  do.  The  lobbyist  that  the  California  dealers  hired 
then  went  on  to  educate  the  other  legislators  so  that  they  would  vote  for  our  bill  as  well.  So  you  can  see  that 
lobbying”  is  actually  a  form  of  education,  and  not  necessarily  the  “evil”  you  may  have  believed.

Presumably  if  you’re  reading  this,  you  are  a  collector  or  investor  in  rare  coins,  precious  metals  and/or  ban¬ 
knotes  and,  therefore,  you  are  part  of  a  very  special  interest,  and  one  that  is  far  from  immune  from  taxes  and 
restrictive  regulations. 

As  you  probably  know,  ICTA  is  the  national  trade  association  that  is  the  “watch  dog”  for  the  coin/precious  met¬ 
als  community,  most  especially  on  the  federal  level.  We’re  a  comparatively  very  small  association  and  can 
only  do  so  much  with  our  small  staff.  When  being  proactive  with  in-state  dealers  to  try  to  achieve  a  state  sales 
tax  exemption  on  coins  and  precious  metals,  they  usually  hire  a  lobbyist  and  then  work  with  ICTA  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  part.  We  then  all  work  together  to  first  educate  the  lobbyist  who  then  may  find  an  appropriate  legisla¬ 
tor  to  sponsor  the  bill  before  going  to  the  next  step  of  educating  the  rest  of  the  legislators.  This  is  slightly  an 
oversimplification,  but  you  get  the  idea. 

One  of  our  biggest  frustrations  has  been  our  inability  to  monitor  laws  being  considered  on  the  state  level  that 
may  impose  a  burden  on  coin  collectors  and  dealers.  Sometimes  a  state’s  sales  tax  exemption  may  be 
reviewed  for  possible  repeal;  other  times  it  may  be  a  very  restrictive  “secondhand  dealer  holding  law.”  These 
secondhand  dealer  laws  impose  restrictions  when  you  would  be  selling  your  coins  or  scrap  metals  to  a  deal¬ 
er.  These  state  laws  sometimes  require  the  dealers  hold  the  merchandise  for  as  much  as  30  days,  very  diffi¬ 
cult  to  do  profitably  when  the  precious  metals  markets  change  daily.  But  they  also  contain  provisions  requir¬ 
ing  the  dealer  to  take  a  lot  of  information  from  the  client,  sometimes  including  a  fingerprint,  in  order  for  the 
client  to  sell  the  coins  and  metals.  While  these  laws  are  intended  to  help  prevent  fencing  of  stolen  merchan¬ 
dise,  they  can  be  drafted  to  be  very  burdensome  and  unworkable  in  everyday  life. 

ICTA  has  located  a  service  that  provides  monitoring  of  bills  in  all  state  legislatures  which  will  enable  us  to  hope¬ 
fully  discover  any  laws  that  might  affect  coin  dealers,  collectors  and  investors  before  they  become  law  and 
while  we  still  may  have  a  good  chance  of  either  defeating  them  or  at  least  favorably  modifying  them.  But  this 
service  is  far  from  free  and  thanks  are  due  to  Mike  Fuljenz  of  Universal  Coin  &  Bullion  in  Texas  who  is  spon¬ 
soring  our  first  year’s  subscription  to  this  service.  But  we  will  need  the  help  of  people  in  each  state  in  order 
to  review  the  “hits”  from  the  service  and  stay  on  top  of  these  laws.  If  you  or  someone  you  know  would  like  to 
help  in  this  process,  please  contact  ICTA  and  we’ll  give  you  more  details.  The  more  we  know  in  advance,  the 
better  prepared  we  all  are  to  protect  our  hobby  and  community  from  increased  taxes  and  regulatory  costs  and 
invasive  information  gathering. 

Unfortunately,  there  are  so  many  local  jurisdictions  -  counties,  townships,  parishes,  etc.  -  that  also  pass  laws 
(most  especially  the  secondhand  dealer  laws),  that  we  cannot  monitor  them  effectively.  All  too  often  a  dealer 
will  call  us  about  such  a  regulation  only  after  it  has  been  voted  into  law.  We  urge  all  members  of  the  coin  and 
precious  metals  community  to  keep  in  touch  with  their  council  member  representative  (or  whatever  your  local 
governing  agency  is  called)  to  be  informed.  If  they  propose  a  law,  we  can  help  you  with  the  education  part  of 
your  lobbying  on  the  local  level! 

SPEAKING  OF  LEGISLATORS.... 

I  thought  you  might  like  to  know  that  Paul  Hollis  has  recently  announced  his  candidacy  to  run  for  the  U.S. 
Senate  seat  currently  occupied  by  Louisiana  Senator  Mary  Landrieu.  Paul  is  a  coin  dealer,  an  ICTA  Board 
Member  and  is  currently  serving  his  first  term  as  a  Representative  in  the  Louisiana  House  of  Representatives. 
For  more  information  about  Paul  and  his  run  for  Congress,  you  can  contact  him  at  paul@paulhollis.com.  As 
you  may  recall,  Paul  sponsored  the  Louisiana  bill  last  year  that  removed  the  minimum  threshold  requirement 
on  exempting  rare  coins  and  precious  metals  transactions  from  sales/use  taxes,  thereby  expanding  the  exist¬ 
ing  exemption.

Official  Auction  by  Stack's  Bowers  Galleries 
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A  Year  For  Big  Coins  From  A  Little  Country

Not  many  countries  can  boast  of  three  different  sets  of  coin  designs  in  a  single  year.  But  the  small¬ 
est  nation  in  the  world  -  Vatican  City  -  did  so  last  year.  The  resignation  of  Pope  Benedict  XVI,  and 
the  swift  election  of  Pope  Francis  I,  means  that  two  pontiffs  graced  the  national  side  of  all  the  Vatican 
C'ty  Euros  last  year.  And  there  are  also  what  are  called  the  Sede  Vacante  coins,  or  coins  of  the 
Vacant  Seat.  The  “seat,”  by  the  way,  is  the  throne  of  St.  Peter  (now  that’s  a  seat!). 

If  you  have  never  decided  to  dive  into  collecting  coins  of  the  Vatican,  there  might  be  a  couple  of  odd 
customs  you  find  here,  but  nowhere  else.  First,  even  though  Vatican  City  is  recognized  as  a  sover¬ 
eign  nation,  complete  with  its  own  diplomatic  corps,  army,  post  office,  and  mint,  its  coins  have  for  the 
last  century  or  so  been  directly  aligned  with  those  of  Italy.  So,  until  the  introduction  of  the  Euro,  there 
was  a  hoard  of  Vatican  City  lire  coins  that  were  produced  each  year.  And  now  that  the  Euro  is  pret¬ 
ty  firmly  in  place,  the  Vatican  Euros  stand  right  beside  them. 

Also,  when  most  nations  that  still  have  a  king  or  queen  see  some  form  of  royal  succession,  usually 
because  the  monarch  has  passed  away,  the  face  of  the  old  monarch  stays  on  those  coins  until  the 
new  ruler  is  crowned.  The  Vatican  has  a  centuries-old  tradition  of  issuing  Sede  Vacante  coins. 
These  show  no  pope,  but  rather  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  camerlengo  -  the  chamberlain  -  who  gener¬ 
ally  keeps  things  running  while  the  College  of  Cardinals  meets  and  elects  a  new  pope.  For  the  year 
2013,  the  Camerlengo  is  Cardinal  Tarcisio  Pietro  Evasio  Bertone.  In  2005,  when  Pope  John  Paul  II 
passed  away  and  Benedict  XVI  was  elected,  the  Camerlengo  was  Cardinal  Eduardo  Martinez 
Somalo. 

The  transition  from  Benedict  XVI  to  Francis  I  seems  like  a  very  quick  one,  and  indeed,  it  is  when  com¬ 
pared  to  several  of  the  Sede  Vacante  periods  in  the  past  few  centuries.  If  you  go  back  far  enough, 
you  can  find  that  a  few  of  these  interregnum  periods  actually  took  more  than  a  year!  But  here’s  the 
rub:  Pope  Benedict  announced  his  resignation.  That  gave  the  Vatican  Numismatic  and  Philatelic 
Office  some  time  to  prepare  dies  for  the  Sede  Vacante  coins,  even  though  the  cardinals  had  not  yet 
even  met  officially. 

Apparently,  the  announcement  also  gave  enough  time  for  an  ordinary  guy,  one  Ralph  Napierski,  to 
go  out  and  buy  almost  all  of  the  trappings  of  a  cardinal,  call  himself  a  bishop,  and  to  bluff  his  way 
past  a  Vatican  Guard  checkpoint!  This  gutsy  con  man  even  was  photographed  with  a  real  cardinal 
or  two  before  being  identified  and  taken  away  by  the  Swiss  Guards.  Thus,  it  appears  certain  there 
will  never  be  coins  of  “Pope  Ralph”  issued  after  this  Sede  Vacante  period. 

Prior  to  2013,  the  most  recent  Sede  Vacante  coin  set  is  from  2005,  when  Pope  John  Paul  II  passed 
away,  and  the  conclave  that  elected  Benedict  convened. 

Even  though  the  Sede  Vacante  coins  are  made  for  only  a  short  time,  they  don’t  cost  a  fortune,  sim¬ 
ply  because  there  is  not  a  very  large  collector  base  for  them.  That’s  good  news  for  anyone  looking 
at  them  right  now,  as  they’ll  make  an  interesting  addition  to  a  collection,  either  of  Vatican  coins,  or  of 
Euros  in  general.

Now,  coins  of  Pope  Benedict  are  neither  hard  to  find,  nor 
• all  that  expensive.  The  Euro  coins  that  have  been  made 
each  year  are  usually  sold  as  special  collector  sets,  and 
thus  they  reach  the  collector  market  fairly  quickly. 

Likewise,  the  first  set  of  coins  of  Pope  Francis  will  proba¬ 
bly  be  sold  as  a  collector  set,  and  will  probably  not  be  all 
that  expensive. 

If  you  have  already  begun  some  sort  of  collection  of  Euro  coinage,  adding  those 
circulating  pieces  from  Vatican  City  might  make  a  fun  extension  and  addition  to 
what  you  already  have.  But  while  circulating  Euro  coins  can  be  neat  to  own, 
some  of  the  more  amazing  design  work  is  often  found  on  the 
commemoratives. 

Commems  from  Pope  Benedict,  and  of  Pope  John  Paul  II  before  him,  are  an  amazingly  broad  and 
varied  field.  Long  ago,  someone  in  the  Vatican  Philatelic  and  Numismatic  Office  realized  that  a  big 
commemorative  program  from  a  tiny  country  would  translate  into  big  profits  when  it  came  to  collec¬ 
tor  sales.  Thus,  while  circulating  coins  now  go  up  to  2-Euro  pieces,  commemorative  coins  can  be 
made  in  base  metal,  usually  meaning  2-Euro  coins,  or  in  silver,  often  meaning  5  or  10-Euro  coins,  or 
even  in  gold,  meaning  denominations  like  the  20,  the  50,  and  even  the  big  100-Euro  pieces. 

As  one  might  expect,  there  are  several  religious  themes  that  appear  on  Vatican  commemorative 
coins,  such  as  Paul’s  conversion  on  the  road  to  Damascus.  But  some  secular  themes  and  anniver¬ 
saries  are  also  honored,  such  as  Pope  Benedict’s  80th  birthday,  or  the  500th  anniversary  of  the 
Swiss  Vatican  Guards.  This  latter  coin  is  a  2-Euro  base  metal,  bi-metallic  piece,  and  was  made  in 
large  enough  quantities  that  it  is  a  rather  affordable  item  today. 

One  can  only  imagine  what  the  commemorative  coinage  of  the  new  Pope  Francis  will  honor.  The 
press  has  noted  repeatedly  that  he  is  a  humble  man  who  chose  to  divest  himself  of  many  of  the  trap¬ 
pings  of  wealth  and  power  that  were  his  for  the  years  when  he  was  Archbishop  of  Buenos  Aires.  It 
has  also  been  noted  several  times  that  as  pope  he  took  the  name  Francis,  possibly  to  honor  St. 
Francis  of  Assisi,  another  humble  man  who  wanted  the  best  for  his  church.  He  will  definitely  have  a 
set  of  circulating  Vatican  Euros  made  right  away,  probably  with  his  face  on  them.  But  what  commem¬ 
oratives  will  be  issued?  Well,  that’s  anyone’s  guess.  Whatever  the  theme  or  anniversary  though, 
these  new  coins  will  be  the  next  in  a  very  long  series  issued  by  a  long  line  of  popes  and  the  world’s 
smallest  country,  the  Vatican  City.

(Orlando,  Florida)  --  "Never  give  up,  always  be  persistent  if  you  are  the  victim  of  fraud  when  you  buy  or  sell  gold,  silver  or 
rare  coins,"  advises  Michael  Fuljenz,  President  of  Universal  Coin  and  Bullion  (www.UniversalCoin.com)  in  Beaumont,  Texas. 

His  "never-give-up"  advice  is  the  same  to  law  enforcement  agencies  assigned  to  investigate  those  kinds  of  crimes.  Fuljenz 
recently  was  a  keynote  speaker  to  more  than  40  local,  state  and  federal  law  enforcement  officers  attending  a  day-long  seminar  in 
Orlando,  Florida  conducted  by  the  Texas-based  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  (www.numismaticcrimes.org). 

"Even  though  the  crime  of  someone  not  getting  paid  in  full  for  what  they  sold,  or  not  receiving  everything  they  ordered,  may 
seem  to  be  a  civil  case,  there  are  precedents  across  the  country  for  law  enforcement  and  victims  to  pursue  criminal  charges  against 
the  perpetrators,"  he  emphasized  at  the  seminar. 

Fuljenz  armed  the  investigators  with  detailed  information  about  specific  cases  and  precedents  where  law  enforcement  agen¬ 
cies,  including  local  police  departments,  postal  inspectors,  the  FBI,  US  Attorney's  office  and  the  IRS,  were  able  to  successfully  prose¬ 
cute  dishonest  dealers  when  they  did  not  complete  a  transaction  in  a  reasonable  amount  of  time  with  someone  buying  or  selling  pre¬ 
cious  metals  or  rare  coins.  "The  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center  (NCIC)  was  fortunate  to  again  have  Mike  Fuljenz  as  an  instruc¬ 
tor  at  the  recent  Numismatic  Crime  Investigation  seminar  for  law  enforcement,"  said  Doug  Davis,  founder  and  president  of  NCIC.  He 
is  a  retired  Police  Chief  of  Pantego,  Texas. 

The  seminar  was  held  January  10,  2014  in  conjunction  with  the  59th  annual  Florida  United  Numismatists  convention  in 
Orlando.  "Mr.  Fuljenz  has  worked  with  local,  state  and  federal  law  enforcement  agencies  across  the  country  as  an  expert  and  assist¬ 
ed  with  the  drafting  of  precious  metals  legislation  in  the  State  of  Texas.  He  provided  detectives  with  a  wealth  of  information  and 
resources  including  case  law  related  to  the  prosecution  of  individuals  or  companies  who  commit  fraud  within  the  numismatic  industry." 
Davis  explained. 

As  member  of  the  Board  of  Crime  Stoppers  of  Beaumont,  Texas,  Fuljenz  advises  victims  of  numismatic  crimes  to  "be  vigilant 
about  pursuing  every  possible  resource  to  recover  your  money  or  valuables.  Contact  credit  card  companies  (if  the  purchase  was  made 
with  a  credit  card),  local,  regional  and  federal  law  enforcement  agencies,  local  Crime  Stoppers  organizations,  coin  dealers,  coin  organ¬ 
izations  and  other  useful  resources  such  as  the  Numismatic  Crime  Information  Center.  Be  persistent "

It  is  simply  wonderful 
every  time  I  go.  But,  don’t  take 
my  word  for  it.  Just  go  back  to 
some  prior  summer  issues  of 
your  favorite  coin  newspaper 
and  you’ll  see  others  touting  the 
Summer  Seminar  as  one  of  the 
best  weeks  of  their  lives. 

The  old  adage,  “you  don’t  know 
what  you  don’t  know”,  applies  to 
the  various  seminars  given  by 
the  ANA.
